State Prison Directors, by their attorneys, 
Charlea B. Darwin and William H. Sears, 
yesterday filed a demurrer with the Governor 
to the chargee recently preferred, and also an 
answer. The demurrer sets forth that the 
Governor “ has not jurisdictioD, and has not 
judicial power to hear, nor to try, cor to try 
and determino tho en1 ject of this action, nor 
the campl>d:itT nor tne written charges, nor 
the specifications of *aid complaint, aor any 
of them,11 and defer.dints aver that the juris­ 
diction is exclusively in tbe Superior Court 
of the State and for the county wherein tho 
conduct complained of is alleged to have 
taken place, an d defendants pray that the 
complaint may be quanhed. Defendants also 
enter a demurrer to the prccet-dicgs on the 
plea to the jurisdiction, and pr&7 that the 
charges may be dismissed. Tne answer is as 
follows : 
THE ANSWER. 
To his Excel ency, George Stonemin, Governor 
of the State of California: 
Tbe People of the Stnte of California against A. 
H. Chapnvin, J. H. Neff, Wm. F. McNutt a n i Geo. 
W. Schell, State Prison Directors. 
Now come the above-named defendants, by their 
attorneys, Charles B. Darwin and Wm. H. Sears, 
and for answer to the written charges and specifica­ 
tions preferred against said State Prison Directors, 
and filed with the Governor of California, George 
Stoneman, on May 10,1883, deny and aver as fol­ 
lows : 
First—Deny that said Direc.ors, in the manage­ 
ment of the State Prison at San Quentin, have been 
guiltvof neglect of duty or misconduct, as stated iti 
charge first; and deny that they, or either of them, 
have been guilty of any neglect of duty or any mis­ 
conduct whatever, in the management of said 
prison. 
Seccnd—Deny that the report of tbe Directors to 
Governor George C Perkins of the expenditures for 
the fiscal year ending June 20,1881, of $88,123 25 
on account of prison improvements and general ex­ 
pense, as stated in specification one, is false or 
fraudulent in any manner, but aver that said sum 
was actually expended as set forth in said report. 
Deny that the Legislature, on March 2, 1881, ap­ 
propriated §67,018 18 to pay deficiencies for sup­ 
port of the State Prison at San Quentin for the 
thirty-second fiscal year, as charged in specification 
two, but aver that said appropriation was to pay 
deficiencies prior to said thirty- second fiscal year. 
DeDy that said appropriation was drawn in viola­ 
tion of law. 
Deny that said money was drawn without pre­ 
senting a voucher therefor, as charged in specifica­ 
tion two, but aver that said money was drawn un­ 
der and by authority of an Act of the Legislature, 
approved April 15,1880, entitled, “ An Act to define, 
regulate and govern the State Prisons of California;” 
and aver that a voucher was regularly presented to 
the State Board of Examiners for the same, and by 
them duly allowed, and a warrant for the same reg­ 
ularly issued by tho State Controller according to 
law. 
Fouith—Deny that the sum of §5,099 89 was de­ 
posited in the Dibernia Bank, in fan Francisco, 
under the authority of said Board of Directors, to 
the credit of J. P. Ames, Warden, or that any turn 
whatever was deposited in said bank to the credit 
of said Ames, Warden, as charged iu specification 
three. 
Deny that said sum of §631 38 was unlawfully 
borrowed, or unlawfully paid, by said Directors, as 
charged in specification three ; but aver that said 
sum was paid for interest on contra* ts made and 
entered into by the Board of Prison Directors com 
posed of Governor Irwdn, Lieutenant-Governor 
James A. Johnson and Secretary of State Thomas 
Beck, during the year 1879. 
ir^The advertisement published by authority of said 
Board for supplies On November 20, 1879, reads as 
follows : “ Payments will be made in 30 days from 
tbe end of the month in which such merchandise 
shall have been delivered.” The contract entered 
into by said Boa^d on behalf of tbe State with the 
successful bidders under said advertisement reads 
as follows : “ The said Board of Directors, by their 
acceptance of s&id bid, do agree that the same shall 
be paid for within 30 days from the end of the 
month in which such merchandise shall have been 
furnished ” 
The good faith and credit of the State was 
pledged by the said Board to pay cash for supplies 
eveiy 30 days, furnished under said contracts, and 
it had been the rule of 9aid Board to allow, and pay 
interest én said contracts, as will appear by the fol­ 
lowing resolution adopted by said Board: “ Pay­ 
ments will be made at such times as funds shall be 
furnished by the s>tate for that purpose, aud vneper 
centum per month interest will be paid on all bal­ 
ances after 60 days from date of purchase.” 
In order to keep the good faith of the State, and 
to save any violation of said contract on the part cf 
the State, the present Board of Directors allowed 
and paid on «uud contracts the latcful interest of the 
State, to w it: prtveo per cent, per annum. 
The said Board c f Directors further aver, that 
there aie deficiencies yet unsettled and unpaid, for 
supplies furnished prior to said thirty-secoud fiscal 
year to our predecessors in office ; and aver, that 
when all of said deficiencies are settled and paid, 
the balance of said appropriation will be returned to 
the general fund, as required by the Act making 
said appropriation. 
Fifth—Deny that there is nowhere iu their re­ 
p rte, or elsewhere, any accounting for tho said 
difference cf §7,128 CO, as charged in specification 
four, but aver that said sum was left in the hands 
of the Warden of saul prison, and is shown in the 
report, as required by “ an Act to amend Sections 
11, 17, 18 ana 20, and to repeal Section 30 of an Act 
entitled an ^.ct to define, regu!ate and govern tbe 
State Prisons of California. Approved March 14, 
1881.” 
Deny that said amount is not carried forward and 
accounted for in any subsequent report, as charged 
in specification four, but aver that said amount is 
carried forward and acc >unted for according to law. 
Sixth—Deny that there is any conflict between 
Warden Ame» report and the Clerk’s report, as 
charged in specification five. 
Deny that there is any charge in said Clerk's re­ 
port of money expended for “ internal and external 
improvements.” 
Deny that said Directors arc justly chargeable 
with familiarity with dishonest transactions, or ne­ 
glect of duty, or misconduct in any way, or mari­ 
ner, or at all. 
Aver that the said alleged difference is caused by 
tho fact that in the Clerk’s report the said sum of 
§46,018 20 is only the cash actually paid to officers 
and employes, while the said sum of §55,320 14, as 
shown by the Warden’s report, includes cash paid 
and supplies f urn is he J said offi era and employes. 
Seventh—Deny that said Directors failed to ac­ 
count for any money received from convict labor for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 18S2, as charged in 
Specification 0. 
Deny that said Directors failed to make any etate- 
ment or exhibit in reference thereto. Deny that 
they failed to show that money was received for said 
convict labor during said time, or received at any 
other tim e; but aver that all money received for 
convict labor is accounted for, and the proper state­ 
ment for the same has beert furnished to tne State. 
Eighth—Deny that there was a balance of §11,­ 
110 54 during the fiscal year endicg June 30, 1882, 
unaccounted ior, or any other sum whatever unac­ 
counted fur during said year, or at any other time, 
or st ail, as charged in specification 7 ; but aver that 
said sum was in stock and materia) on band, and is so 
reported for said > ear. 
Ninth— In answering the charge in specification S, 
said Directors aver that they entered upon the dis­ 
charge of their duties as Prison Directors on the 
30th day of January, 1880, and that there was left 
of the appropriation of §150,000 for the support of 
the State Prison at San Quentin for the 31st fiscal 
year only §27,520 to defray the expenses for the five 
months remaining in said fiscal year, which sum 
was insufficient to support said prison foi but two 
months, leaving a balance of three months in said 
fiscal year without any funds to support said prison. 
The Legislature was in session. The Board of Di­ 
rectors applied to it for funds to bridge over the 
said year. A bill wa9 introduced appropriating 
§51,000 as a deficiency to cover it, but the amount 
was embodied in the general appropriation bid, and 
the Governor very properly struck it out with a veto 
message. 
This left the Board without any money to carry’ 
on the prison. This was an emergency that had to 
be provided for. Either the prisoners had to go 
without food and be locked up to starve, or turned 
loose upon the community, either of which would 
have been considered inhuman and outrageous 
The Board met the emergency, like business men, 
and did what they believed was f<-r the best interest 
of the State, and borrowed §34,000 from the Nevada 
Bank at 7 per cent, interest per annum, and re­ 
ported the same to the following Legislature, which 
ratifico their act by appropriating the amount to re­ 
pay the same, and also an additional amount to re­ 
place several thousand dolUrs which hail been 
taken by their predecessors from tbe tru3t fund be­ 
longing to the prisoners. 
Tenth—Deny that J. C. Johnson & Co., the Cali- 
'ornia Furniture Manufacturing Company, Judsoii 
& Co., Armes A Dallam, the California Door Com- 
l>any er any other firm t r any person has an abso­ 
lute contract for the labor cf the prisoners, as 
chargsd iu specificetion 9, or any contract whatever 
for the labor of prisoners. 
Deny that sai 1 firms, or any ether firm, or any 
person, pay the State sixty cents ycr day, or any 
other sum per day, on convict labor, for each con- 
viet.

Deny that there is any actual hiring of convict 
labor contrary to law, or in defiance of the declared • 
public policy of the State ; but aver that arid con­ 
victs are worked by the State exclusively < n account 
of the State, according to low, and for the bcnetfc 
of and best interests of tbe State. 
Eleventh—Deny that said Directors required of 
J. P. Ames, Warden of tbe prison at San Quentin, 
or of f. C. Pockman, formerly Warden of the State 
Prison at Folsom, to waive or abandon their 
constitutional 
rights 
and 
duties 
respiting 
the 
appointment 
or 
d if charge 
ot 
any 
officers or employes in favor of said Diree¿>m as a 
precedent to the appointment of said Warden, as 
charged in ppeciflca: ion 10, or required them to 
waive any of their rights or duties for TO? purpose 
whatever.

Twelfth—Deny that said Directors violated Sec­ 
tions 32 and 34 of the Political Code, or any other 
law, by entering into the constr jct*>n of buildings 
and improvements at the prison at S -u Quentin at 
an estimated cost of $40,600, as chazged iu specifica­ 
tion 1 1 , or violated any l»w whatever in the con­ 
struction of any building, cr bi making any im­ 
provements a' said prison, or at aH. 
Deny that tbe purchase of «¿ehmerv arid jute, as 
charged in specification 1 1 , was in violation cf aaj 
law.Deny tl at the erection f t a building for a jute 
factory was contrarylo 
in -■>> rcsp' ct, as charged 
in Fp^c-.fication 1 1 , but aver, that ail ol said thing* 
were dene under “ Ac Act to define, regulate and 
govern the States Prisons of California,” approved 
April 15,1680 : a-d also under “ an Act making ap- 
propiiations for 
the purchase 
of 
jute, Jute 
machinery, lar.ds and erection of buildings for the 
manufacture of }a**e for the gt*,to Prison at San 


Quentin, and other expenses incident and relating 
thereto,” approved March 4, 1881. 
Thirteenth—Deny that said Directors demanded 
or received mone) from the Slate on account of 
mileage to which they were not entitled to by law, 
as charged in specification 12. 
Deny that they demanded or received any salary 
of §1C0 per 
month 
contrary 
to 
law, 
aa 
charged 
in# specification 
12, or received any 
sum whatever contrary to law, but aver that said 
§100 per month, as salary, was allowed and received 
under “ an Act to amend Sections 11, 17, 18 and 20 
and to repeal Section 30 of an Act entitled an Act to 
define, regulate and govern tbe State Prisons of 
California, approved March 14,1881.” Said law was 
passed by an almost unanimous vote of both houses 
of the Legislature, and remained unquestioned by 
any officer of the State until the Board of Directors 
passed the following resolution : 
Resolved by the Board, That the Attorney-Gen­ 
eral be and he is hereby reqoestid to take such 
action in the premises as may be necessary to obtain 
a judicial determination of said question by the Su­ 
preme Court. 
After the adoption of the above resolution the 
said Board ceased to draw any money under said 
Act. Suit was commenced in the Superior Court of 
Sacramento, and a decision was rendered by the 
Judge thereof, sustaining the constitutionality of 
sai l law. 
A u apueal was taken to the Supreme Court, which 
Court reversed tho decision of the Court below. 
Soon aft tr the decision of the Supreme Court the 
Board paid voluntarily into the State Treasury the 
full amount which they had drawn under said law. 
Fourteenth—Deny that the articles referred to in 
specification 13 were not charged to bm<1 Directors, 
or paid for until some months after the same were 
furnished : but 
said Board aver that a small 
aquarium 
was 
manufactured, 
of the value 
of §10 25, at said prison, 
and 
delivered to 
said 
Director Sthell in 
the 
month of Feb­ 
ruary, and paid for in 
the 
following month 
of 
March; 
that a surgical instrument case 
was manufactured a* said prison, of the value of 
$21 24, for Director McNutt, and delivered in Feb­ 
ruary and paid for in the following mouth of 
March ; that said case wss made of green lumber, 
and ruined about §100 worth of surgical instru­ 
ments ; that a harnejs was manufactured at said 
prison of the value of $29 75 for Director A. H. 
Chapman, delivered in March a d pcid for in the 
following month of June. Tbe said sums paid for 
said articles were the full values thereof. 
The said Boaid earnestly request of the Attorney- 
General that he carry out his expressed intention 
contained in specification thirteen, to plaoe said ar­ 
ticles on exhibition at the hearing of this cause, and 
afterwards to place them in the State Museum as a 
souvenir of the malice and smallness of the charga 
contained in said specification. 
Fifteen'h—Deny that said Board of Directors had 
any knowledge that Warden Ames appropriated any 
property belonging to the State to his own use, or 
that said Warden sold forage to the Suite Prison 
contrary to law, as charged in specification 14. 
Deny that paid Warden has ever appropriated any 
property belonging to the State, or sold any forage 
to the State. 
Sixteenth—Deny that the Directors in the year 
1S82, at the starting of the jute factory, in Sau 
Qu nt-in, employed ÍS Chinamen, who were not con­ 
victs, to work in said jute factory for the period of 
SO days, as charged in speciflcat’.on 15. 
Deny that said Directors employed or authorized 
the employment of any Chinamen, who were not 
cjnvicts, for any time, or for any purpose, for the 
State. 
Seventeenth—Deny that said Board entered into 
an agreement with Degener k Co., merchants of 
San Francisco, to supply the prison at San Quentin 
with two hundred and nfty tons of jute irateria!, or 
for any other quantity of said material, for the 
price of §4 20 per 100 pounds, as charged in specifi­ 
cation sixteen ; but aver that said Board did enter 
into a contract with said firm, on the 28th of Sep­ 
tember, IShO. for the delivery o’ two hundred and 
fifty tons of jute for 3 4 5 cents per pound, includ­ 
ing cost, freight charges and insurance, the State to 
pay the duty, which was 67 cents per hundred (100) 
pounds, the amount which the State jtaid, as the 
following copies of papers will show:

Eighteenth—Deny that said Board purchased ma­ 
chinery in England fcr the jute factory at San 
Quentin to the amount of $60,000, or any other 
amount, and kept no record of the Eame.

Deny that there was no notification 
to induce competition, as charged in specification 17. 
Said Beard aver that Waidea Ames corresponded 
with various firms in Leeds, England, and Dundee,

Twentieth—Deny that said Board, without any 
authority of law, or contrary to law, adopted a rule, 
and actcxl upon it, allowing ten cents per day to all 
convicts who perform faithful labor, as charged in 
specification nineteen. Baid Board aver chat it has 
been the rule and custom of all Boards of Directors 
of said prison to allow compensation to convicts for 
faithful labor working for the State and not em­ 
ployed by contracto!s, and that taid practice has 
been found to be of great benefit to the State, and 
proved “ an invaluable aid in the maintenance of 
discipline.” 
The custom of allowing compensation to convicta 
fcr good conduct and faithful service is practiced in 
nearly all well regulated prisons in the Uuited Sutes 
and other countries. Said Board further aver that 
said compensation of 10 cents per day allowed to 
convicts is authorized under and by virtue of “ an 
Act to define, regulate and govern the State Prisons 
of California,” approved April 15,1880. 
Deny that said Board has failed to enter their 
orders in their journal, as charged in specification 
20, and deny that they have persistently and con­ 
stantly disregarded the law referred to in said 
specification ; but aver that they have alwais con­ 
formed to, reguded and obcj'ed'in spirit and letter 
all laws relating to the management of saffl prison. 
Said Board eUte that they have iJways invited 
thorough investigations by any psrson having au­ 
thority to make the same, of all or any cf their 
official acts, and on Anril 17, 18*3, adopted the fol­ 
lowing resolution, an official copy of which was for­ 
warded to the Gove» nor, but have received no reply 
up to this lime : 
“ With a view to the properly administra'ing of

Of course the purpose of the ques­ 
tion which lad her into contem pt of C ourt 
w as to ascertain who claimed to be her 
husband, in order to aid the indictm ent of 
a m an for h atin g m arried a “ plural wife.” 
T h e M orm on organ a t S alt L ik e lauds the 
courage and fearlessness of Bello H arris, 
and declares th a t she is a “ la d y ” w ith 
etren g th of chtraoter, who is defending a 
principle ; th a t her right as a witness is as 
sacred as any rights recoguiz.d in C oarts ; 
th a t she is a m arty r to a pereonal right 
aa d in defense of a vital principle of free­ 
dom . T he question was not directed to her 
know ledge of any crime, b nt to her social 
relation to another, she not being charged 
w ith any offense, lia d she claimed th a t her 
answ er would crim inate her, th e way would 
bavc been clear to her personal freedom ;

Sorely polygam y is rank enough 
in U tah ; M ormoudom is sufficiently full 
of the corruption to enable a ju ry to search 
it out w ithout “ fishing” fur a man they 
declare is unknow n to them .

in U tah, defying tho law and shaming

THE 8 TATE PRISON 
CASES. 


The S tate Prison D irectors have filed 
w ith th e Governor th eir answ er to the 
charges preferred against them by th e A t­ 
torney-G eneral. 
The denials 
are both 
general and specific, and they disclose very 
fully the line of defense, which is justifica­ 
tion for every act adm itted and denial of 
wrong-doing in any act charged. W e have, 
from the outset, urged th e Governor to 
give the D irectors a hearing, holding th a t 
after having been charged by a special 
commission, 
a 
Senate 
com m ittee, 
and 
finally by the Senate itself, they are enti- 
tied to be heard. 
The Governor, finally, 
on specific and altogether unnecessarily for­ 
m al charges, draw n w ith a vast deal of ap­ 
parent profundity, bu t chiefly consisting of 
words, resolved to investigate. 
The Gov­ 
ernor not beiDg versed in the law and fearing 
legal complications, invited tw o Superior 
Judges to sit w ith and advise him. 
One 
declined, one accepted. 
The C onstitution 
(A rticle X) declares th a t “ the Governor 
shall have power to remove either of the 
D irectors for m isconduct, incom petency, or 
negleot of duty, after an opportunity to 
be heard upon w ritten charges.” 
The D i­ 
rectors now appear, and tile w ith th eir an ­ 
swer a dem nrrer to the jurisdiction of the 
Governor. 
They claim th a t he cannot 
infringe upon th e judicial departm ent of 
the G overnm ent by exercising judicial 
powers in a formal trial. 
T h at “ oppor­ 
tu n ity to be heard ” means to be heard in 
the proper tribunal. 
T h at the charges are 
crim inal charges, and th a t on all such the 
defendant has the rig h t of trial by jury. 
L astly, th a t as th e Governor has the power 
to fill vacancies occasioned by removal, he 
is legally incom petent to try tho parties 
whose places he m ay vacate. 
W e have 
not believed th at the action of the present 
A dm inistration in th is m atter was sincere. 
The whole business appears as if it is being 
managed to m anufacture political capital. 
If sincerity bed m arked the proceedings 
there would have been no such- legal 
parade and aomi-judicial m ethods adopted. 
The filing of the dem urrer bu t confirms 
our belief in th e insincerity of the proceed­ 
ing. 
T he constitutional provision is in­ 
tended to prevent abrupt removals, or for 
political purposes; the Governor having 
general supervision, by bis power to create 
vacancies, over these servants of the State, 
the cause sufficient for removal m ust be 
addressed to the conscience of the execu­ 
tive. 
For the first tim e th e question is 
now raised as to the proper m ethod to be 
employed to ascertain w hether there is 
cause for removal. 
This suggests the 
doubt as to w hether th e C onstitution, in 
conferring th e power on th e Governor to 
remove for cause, is self-executing so far 
as tho ascertainm ent of “ cau se” is con­ 
cerned, or w hether there should not be 
legislation providing th e m ethods for such 
ascertainm ent. 
This point will probably 
ba argued fuliy on the hearing of th e de­ 
m urrer. 
T he entire 
proceeding, in the 
shape it has now taken, is anomalons. 
The whole business is now being tied up iu 
an inextricable tangle, and betw een the 
law yers and the A ttorney G eneral and the 
Governor, 
the D irectors will, 
we fear, 
neither secure a hearing nor th e Senate 
report be disproven or justified. 
W o shall 
be gratified to find hereafter th at in this 
judgm ent we have erred.

HOME AND ABROAD. 


Some of th e prcs3 have sought to draw 
ungenerous conclusions from the defeat of 
G eneral G rant for the Presidency of the 
Society of the A rm y of the Potcm ac. One, 
for instance, points out th a t th e filling of 
tho P residential chair is equivalent to the 
closing of a m an’s career. 
O ur retired 
Presidents seldom have been chosen to 
exalted positions. H istorically th is is truo. 
B ut because G eneral G rant was not elected 
to the Presidency of a m ere social society 
appears to us to prove nothing of political 
significance. 
G eneral G ran t is known to 
be engaged in m any enterprises dem anding 
his attention ; to be a m an not particularly 
fitted to atten d to the details devolving 
upon the head of aeocial organization ; and 
also it is know n th a t he had not aspired to 
th e position. 
T h at there is in hia defeat 
reason for any ungenerous inferences we do 
not believe. The enemies of Genera! G rant 
will m ake the m oat of th e event, b ut his 
friends know th a t he ka3 as a soldier and a 
patriot no less the respect and esteem of 
arm y men to-day than he had when he led 
the hosts of the U nion to victory. 
The 
society th a t assem bled 
in W ashington 
num bered less th an 400 persons. 
They 
were representative men, unquestionably, 
but they had not m et for political purposes, 
nor to do honor to any particular man, nor 
to plan for campaigns, and the choice of 
their presiding officer had in it no other 
significance than attaches to personal prefer­ 
ence for this or th at candidate. 
The infer­ 
ence may be ju st as readily draw n th at 
because he has political power, which elec­ 
tion to th e Presidency of the Association 
m ight im pair, his friends voted against 
him, as th a t his non-eleotion was a defeat 
because of fear of his political influence. 
H is election or non-election can m ake no 
kind of difference w hatever to General 
G rant, and can in no way w hatever affect 
his position before the people of the coun­ 
try, should he eeek to exert his influence 
politically or otherw ise upon her destinies.

I t is rum ored iu diplom atic and Govern- 
m eat circles th a t England will ask the 
U nited States to join in a new Convention 
to am end and extend A rticle II. of the 
A shburton treaty of 1842

TJie Storm In the Northwest- 
Chicago, Muy 21it.—A storm of extraor­ 
dinary force prevailed on Lake Michigan last 
night, and a cumber of siilicg vessels bound 
for this port were wrecked, bnt the extent of 
the disasters is only partially known. 
The 
chief diaster thus far reported is th at cf a 
two-maeted schooner, the Jennie Lync, laden 
with lumber from M uskogie. 
She capsized 
while near land, about 5 o’clcck this morning. 
The mate swam ashore and wae rescued. 
John Ar.derson, Captain L. Peterson, A, 
Helgeson and a man named Christianson, 
sailors, were drowned. 
The schooner M ary Eilen Cook, Captain 
Williams, early this m ornitg bore down on 
the outer Government breakwater, and the 
latter’s light having either been extinguished 
by the storm or from the inability of the 
lighthouse keeper to keep it lit (the light 
being placed in an exceptionally exposed 
plac>), the vessel was driven agairst the 
breakwater and was afterwards carried .by 
the waves completely ever the obstruction 
into the inner harbor, where she was soon 
waterlogged. 
They succeeded in rescuing 
the crew, with the exception of a boy, Frank 
Miller, who, in tbe excitement, threw him­ 
self overboard and was drowned. 
The steamer H enry Berger, w ith lumber 
from Ludington, wrs also driven against the 
breakwater and wrecked, but the crew mere 
saved. 
C h ic a g o, M ay 21st—M idnight—U p to this 
hour no further loss cf life has occurred along 
the lake shore. 
A number of vessels have 
been iniured, but nothing cf a serious char- 
color has heea reported. The wind has f.dlen 
recy materially, and the danger is believed to 
be past, thongh the waves continue vary high. 
Saturday night two men ucd a boy were out 
fishirg when the storm came up. 
They were 
driven toward the shore, and managed to 
climb up on the crib at the outlet of the Ful­ 
ton avenue conduit, a few yards from shore, 
north cf the city limits, Sunday morning. 
They were not discovered lili to-Jav, when a 
portion of the life-saving crew went to their 
assistance ; but the surf w..s so heavy th at it 
was impossible to launch the life-baat.

another night on the crib.

ceeded in building a fire on ti e wall, ai d 
aride from hunger are not liable to suffer 
much.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


GAMBLING 
AND 
THE 
POLICE. 


The Board of City Trustees yesterday re­ 
pealed the ordinance which was passed June 
5, 1882, which provided that no person should 
visit or become au inmate or contribute to 
the support cf any place or room where any 
game of ¡aro, monte, roulette, lansquenet, 
rouge-et-noir, rondo, or any banking game 
played with cards, dice or any device for 
money, checks, credit or other representation 
of value w ts played, carried on, maintained 
or conducted. This ordinance wsj passed at 
the request of the Chief of Police, he having 
been petitioned and urged to suppress gam­ 
bling by a large number of citizens. It was 
understood that the Chief of Police had given 
his word that gambling should be stopped. 
For a time, whtn a little effort was made, 
gambling ceased. Presently, however, these 
gamn-bouses resumed their business unmo­ 
lested, and the law has ever since been a dead 
letter. Last winter the Grand Jury reported 
that it was morally convinced that a tribute 
was exacted upon the gamblers to subsidize 
the police force, and that in one case they 
traced the money paid for some sort of police 
protection through various hands to a given 
place, which appeared to be a “ vanishing 
point.” Ia fact it is well known that BSBees- 
mc-nts have been constantly levied upon men 
conducting gambling games, to secure immu­ 
nity from police interference, and apparently 
with success. 
It may here be stated as 
a matter of history that prior to [the 
passage cf the ordinance, when only the 
SUte law was in force, the police could not 
enter gamblirg-rooma to tak6 visitors. After 
the passage of the ordinance the conductors 
of game», to protect their visitor', were com­ 
pelled to close their doors and put guards at 
the wickets, and this was done for a time, bnt 
csrtain of the gambling fraternity, claiming 
to have the power, compelled or induced tbe 
others to make contributions, which had 
ceased with the putting of guards at the 
doors. The contributions were made, the 
proceeds went to tbe “ vanishing point” as 
before, an t was effective, the doors having 
since remained opened and the game goes on 
and vi-itora are unmolested. The reason for 
the repeal of the ordinance was, it is under­ 
stood. that the law has not only proven in­ 
effective, tu t has enabled tribute to be ievied 
to purchase the silencing of the law. 
I t will 
now dawa upon the petitioners for the passage 
of the K ircher ordinance that it was exactly 
what certain of those engaged in carrying on 
gambling h .uses desired. 


P o lic e C o u r t.—Judge Henry had quite a 
lengthy calendar in his Court yesterday 
morning, but disposed of it ia short order, 
r'l-u.-g^. Toyl r, an Indian, who says he 
works i " a ranche near Antelope Station, 
and admits that he cr.me to town a few days 
since, got drunk and committed a theft, was 
sentence] to pay $10 or be imprisoned in the 
County Jail as many days. John Mcran 
and George Morgan, two young and healthy- 
looking able-bodied men, stood np in the 
deck and plead Ruilty to vagrancy, and were 
sentenced t.o ten days each in the city prison.

Some W ix p .—The following information 
regarding high winds, etc., occurring in the 
United States during tbe month of March 
was forwarded by General Hazen, the Chief 
Signal Officer of the Army, Washington, D. 
C., to Sergeant Berwick, in which he says 
the total velocity of the wind on Mount 
Washington, N. H., for the entire month was 
34.800 mile?, being the 
largest monthly 
velocity over occurring at that station; the 
highest hourly velocity was 150 miles, while 
the highist hourly velocity on Pike’s Peak, 
Colorado, was only 76 miles, although the 
latter mountain is more than as high again as 
the former, or, in other words. Mount 
Washington is only a little over 6.000 feet, 
while Pikt’s Peak is over 14,000 feet. 1 h s 
Btorm that occurred in California during the 
latter part of March, which was also the end 
of the winter's drought, resulted in giving a 
severe wind-storm at Cape Mendocino; tho 
hurricane b gan on the 25 h and conticued 
with great violence until the 28fh. A wind 
velocity cf 66 mile* per hour was recorded at 
5:35 p. m of the 25th ; when the anemometer 
was blown away, the wind attained an esti­ 
mated velocity of 100 miles per hour. Dur­ 
ing a lull in the storm the instrument was 
replaced, but was again blown Lway on the 
26th ; tbe velocity at this time was probably 
not le.,a than 125 miles per hour. Daring an 
abatement ia the storm oa the morning of 
the 29,h, the aucm meter was again replaced, 
but at 1:15 r, M it was broken, after record­ 
ing 76 miUs. On this date the storm reached 
its maximum violence at about S:10 P. i t , 
when the velocity of the wind was estimated 
at 100 miles per hour. 

— The neighboring 
village of Washington has no police force, but 
a very lively Constable. For sometime past 
the citizens of that place have been suffering 
severely from tbe nightly visits of tramps.

Old P A 'vics as a Bug Destroyer.—C. 
L. Kinkade, n farmer who res’d.s noar Da- 
visville, wa3 in this city yesterday, and says 
the crops from Dixon to Woodland, and in 
fact in every portion of Yolo county, have 
not looked bo well, nor promised such abun­ 
dant harvests, in ten years past as they do at 
present. A few weeks ‘since a bug appeared 
in the grain fields, and the farmers were fear­ 
ful that they would entirely destroy the 
crops. The last heavy rain, however, com­ 
pletely destroyed these iosect pests, and the 
farmers are happy and anticipate abundant 
harvests and golden returns. The adobe soil 
in the neighborhood of Dixon, which could 
have been purchased a few years ago for $5 
per acre, has by a system of summer-fallowing 
been made very valuable, and this year wiU 
yield at least forty bushels per acre. Reports 
from all parts of Sacramento county indicate 
that the grain yield this year will be largely 
in excess of that of any for several years past. 
B oard of Tbustrxs.—The City Board of 
Trustees met at the new City Hall at 10 
o’clock yesterday mcrning, with ail the mem­ 
bers present.

San F rancisco, May 21st.—A. N. Towne, 
General Manager of the Central Pacific, re­ 
ferring to a dispatch from New York, pub­ 
lished this afternoon, which quotes Governor 
Stanford as saying that the steamers carrying 
wheat from New Orleans to Europe, in con­ 
nection with the Southern Pacific road, will, 
on their return trips, bring French and 
Italian immigrants at $20 each, instead of 
$65, the former rate, says it is undoubtedly a 
mistake. He believed that at best Governor 
Stanford had beeD misquoted, and that the 
author of the statement must have conceived 
it on a supposition that the eastward carry­ 
ing business and shipments to Europe was 
sufficiently remunerative to enable the com­ 
pany to bring immigrants free on the return 
trips. The railroad company has borne one- 
quarter of the expense ot maintaining the 
Immigration Association cparated under the 
auspices of the Board of Trade, and is 
desirous of doing all in its power toward 
bringing desirable immigration into the 
State ; but he does not beliove any reduction 
on the present rate is talked of, nor that the 
road could afford to c arry them at a lower 
figure. 
Ini m igration Matters. 
San F rancisco, May 21at.—The Call will 
publish to-morrow an extensive review of the 
plan pro]) wed by the Central and Southern 
Pacific Kaiiroad3 to induce immigration into 
this State. Immigration Bureaus have been 
established at Chicago, London, Bordeaux, 
Berlin and Gottenburg, and representatives 
have been sent ont with complete maps show­ 
ing the location of Government lands and the 
general features of the soil. The plan is the 
result of a careful consideration of the immi­ 
gration problem, and the expense of main­ 
taining it will be borne by the railroads. 
A Novel Invention. 
San F ran cisco , May 21st.—Leon Sirieix, 
of this city, has taken out a patent for an 
electrical safety contrivance, by which two 
engined approaching each other on the same 
track are warned of danger in time to avoid 
a collision. It consists of an insulated wire 
extending along the inner concavity of the 
rails on both Bides of the track, with a break 
at every station. Each engine will carry a 
dynamo, from which is suspended a metallic 
brush always in contact with the wire, so 
that the engines, in passing a station, come 
in contact with the same sot of wires, form­ 
ing a complete electrical current, and sound- 
log an alarm bell on each engiue.

Attem pted Escape of a Prisoner, 
Stockton, May 21at.—Charles Nelson, ar­ 
rested on a charge of burglary committed in 
Sacramento county about the first of last 
April, made a break for liberty to day as the 
officer was opening the prison door to lock 
him up.

Strange Superstitious Epidem ic. 
Merced, May 21st.—On Saturday three 
wagons from Mariposa county passed through 
Merced en route to Cantu i canyon, in the 
Coast range, fifty miles southwest of Fire- 
baugb’a Ferry. Two more outfits pissed here 
yesterday. From all parts of the upper San 
Joaquin valley Mexican families and many 
Portuguese aud Basccs are flocking to the 
camp at Joaquin Murietta’s old retreat in the 
mountains. The new superstition is gaining 
converts rapidly, and over 400 persons are on 
the ground, and the excitement is spreading 
among the illiterate SpaniBh-spoaking people. 
Persons who returned hpre yesterday from 
the canyon report that sufferers from malarial 
fevor and other complaints have been cured 
instantaneously. A Mexican named Lauris- 
lan. from Sonor3, Mexico, appears to be the 
original promoter of the strange superstitions 
epidemic.
